* veſted in her by Act of Parliament, both in 
*© England and Scctland, ſhe had appointed Com- 
* miſhoners to treat of an Union between the two 
* Kingdoms ; and that this was a Work of ſuch 
a Nature as could not but be attended with 
great Ditficulties; yet ſuch had been. the Appli- 
cation of the Commiſſioners, that they had 
concluded a Treaty, which was at that Time 
* before the Parliament of Scotland ; and The 
hop d the mutual Advantages of an entire Uni- 
on of the two Kingdoms, would be found ſo ap-

After which, Baron Grote, the late Env 
to Sweden, and Mr. Schuts, Son to the EleQor's 
Envoy in England, acquainted him, that they had 
been appointed by the Elector to attend his Lord- 
ſhip, and do the Honours of his Highneſs's Houſe 
and Table during his Stay at that Court. The 
firſt of them being Gentleman of the Bed- Cham- 
ber to the Elector, and the other chief Equerry 
to his Highneſs. On the Day following his 
Lordſhip had his Audiences with the uſual Ce.
